WASHINGTON, May 1—Opposi- 
tion of American Sugar refinerfs 
to the 30-hour work week bill on 
the that it will “scrap” 
Ame industry and prove un- 
constitutional was put before the 
House Labor Committee today by 
Charles R. Crisp, a former member 
of Congress from Georgia. 

Chisp told the committee: “This 
legislation if enacted into law will 
prove harmful to labor, will retard 
economic recovery and will not 
substahtially increase the total pur- 
chasing power of employes. We be- 
lieve it unconstitutional. It sails 
the ship of atate on uncharted seas 
full of rocks of legal and economic 
difficulties which may endanger 
our whole economic structure.” 

Referring to Secretary Perkins’ 
plan of including in the bill a min- 
imum wage provision, Crisp re- 
called that in-1907 the House Judi- 
| ciary Committee held that to enact 
legislation to restrict female and 
child labor “would be a reflection 
on Congress.” 

The minimum wage, Crisp said 
further, would “destroy the right 
of co-operative bargaining.” 

“Would Destroy Initiative.” 

Of the Perkins proposal to give 
the Federal Government power to 
restrict production, Crisp said: “We 
believe this provision -will destroy 
initiative, restrict the development 
of industry and prevent capital 
from engaging in industry.” 

If a 30-hour work week law is 
applied to Américan products, the 
same restrictions. also should be 
enforced as to imports, Crisp said. 

“If American industry is not 
given such protection the. influx of 
goods from abroad will literally de- 
stroy American industry, and mil- 
lions of our citizens now employed 
will find themselves unemployed,” 
he said. The sugar refineries of the 
United States will be scrapped and 
Cuba become the refinery of the 
United States.” 

“This bill,” Crisp told the com- 
mittee, “seeks to do the very thing 
which the Constitution outlaws—to 
interfere with the free and un- 
trammeled exchange of commerce 
between the states.” 

All the 30-hour-week bills before 
the committee, including those 
passed by the Senate and proposed 
by Secretary Perkins, would en- 
force the shorter work week 
through a ban on interstate ship- 
ments of goods produced by work- 
ers on a longer than six-hour day, 
five-day-week schedule. 

By Connery. 

Chairman Connery then said: 

“I feel that, if this bill did not 
include imports, it would be almost 
a crime to pass it. But the Secre- 
tary of Labor has been authorized 
by the President to tell this. com- 
\mittee that he, the President, is 
against the inclusion: of imports.” 

Brice Disque, president of the An- 
thracite Institute, followed Crisp on 
the stand; asserting complete oppo- 
sition to the bill. “I have read it 
hopefully to find a justification for 
this kind of an adventure, but there 
is none,” Disque said. 

John B. Haggerty, president of 
the, International Allied Printing 
Trades Association and president 
of the Internatinal Brotherhood of 
Bookbinders, said “we urge that 
the clause exempting the newspa- 
per and publication branch of the 
printing industry be stricken from 
the bill.” 

Oppose Minimum Wage. 

“We wish to make it clear’ also,” 
Haggerty said, “that we do not ap- 
prove the establishment of a mini- 


“imum wage for men becauée, with 


rare exceptions, a minimum wage 
for men because, with rare excep- 
tions, a minimum wage becomes 
the maximum wage as well. 

“There are a number of reasons 
why we oppose the exemption of 
publishers of newspapers and peri- 
odicals from the operation of the 
above mentioned law: 

“At least 30 per cent of the vast 
number of workers in these five 
international -nions is now total- 
ly unemployed, an additional 50 
per cent is working not more than 
one, two or three days per week 
and the remaining 20 per cent is 
working either a five-day or 44 
hour week. Never in the history of 
the printing trades has unemploy- 
ment been so great.

‘Banks That Have _Handleda 


Warrants Have Asked for ; 


F. F.C. Loan to Carry 80 
Pct. of Burden. 


Monthly payday failed to mate- 
rialize for about 350 employes of 
St. Louis County today because of 
difficulties in borrowing money on 
county warrants. The payroll due 
amounted to about $40,000, covering’ 
April salaries of most of the em- 
ployes and wages for the last. two 
weeks of some. 

The larger groups of workers af- 
fected are in the County Hospital, 
in the County and Circuit Clerks 
and Sheriff's offices, and the dis- 
trict road overseers. Some other 
highway employes were not paid, 
but others in this department re- 
ceived their salaries as usual, since 
these come from a separate road 
bond fund. 

For years the county has been 
living about a year ahead of its in- 
come. (‘When it has issued a war- 
rant for salary or in payment of a 
bill, the general practice, subject to 
some exceptions, has been for the 
recipient to assign it to a Clayton 
bank, which then would advance 
the cash on it. A necessary step 
before assignment has been to have 
the county treasury stamp a pro- 
test“or certification on the war- 
rant that money to meet it.is not 
available in the county treasury. 

The county takes up protested 
Warrants, as tax funds. come in, 
Waying the banks intesest at 5 per 
cént. 

Banks Seek R. F.C. Loan. 

“The County Court, or administra- 
tive body, refrained from issuing 
warrants for today’s payroll. The 
St. Louis County Bank and the 
First National- Bank of Clayton 
have been seeking a loan from the 
Reeonstruction . Finance Corpora- 
tion, to carry the warrant btsiness. 

Walter Lindeman, president of 
First National Bank of Clayton, 
told the Post-Dispatch the banks 
had not asked for a defifite amount 
from the R. F. C., but wanted the 
R. F. C. loan to carry 80 per cent 
of the warrant burden. There are 
outstanding now about $250,000 in 
warrants against anticipated 1933 
tax income, of which about two- 
thirds is carried by the St. Louis 
County Bank and one-third by the 
First National Bank of Clayton. 

In the past the banks have dis-. 
counted the-warrants with St. Louis 
banks. According to Chief Deputy 
County Clerk Ruck, the city banks 
have discontinued this business, 
Ruck said the R. F. C. had de- 
manded that not more than $850,000 
of the anticipation warrants be car- 
ried by. the Clayton banks. The 
peak of these warrants was reached 
late last year—about $1,000,000. 

Presiding Judge Wehmeyer of the 
County Court declined to say, in ex- 
planation of the failure to issue 
warrants today, what policy the 
Clayton banks had adopted. 

Six county funds set up _under 
State law are involved in the an- 
ticipation warrant practice. These 
are: Pauper and insane, salary, —* 
and criminal, road and bridge, road 
tax, contingent funds. It has been 
the practice for some time to 
switch balances among these funds 
in the effort to keep up with coun- 
ty business, . Anticipated tax rev- 
enue for these funds for this year 
is $1,330,000. ‘The bulk of this will 
not be received until December. . 

So far, warrants have been 
issued against the funds for out- 
standing general bills of the coun- 
ty.

The delayed vote on the inflation 
amendment will prevent the farm 
bill. from going to conference. he- 
tween Representatives and Senators 
before the middle of the week, since 
the inflation measure is ‘attached 
to thé farm bill. 

Only. one voté is to be allowed 
on the currtncy issue and the send- 
ing of the bill to conference with 
the Senate to iron out difficulties 
on 83 other amendments, 

Change in Plans. 

Democratic Jjeaders *abahdoned 
thefr efforts to force a vote today 
in the House on the inflation 
amendment after failing to obtain 
unanimous consent for a ballot.

STOREKEEPER SHOT IN BACK, 
KILLS ROBBER AT HAYTI, MO. 


Owner of Place, Gravely Wounded, 
Gets Shotgun and Fires; Two 
Others Are Held. 

By the Associated Press. 

HAYTI, Mo., May 1.—Pete Thom- 
as, a Negro, was killed, and Jim 
Martin, about 65 years old, proprie- 
tor of a store ‘at Canady Switch, 
10 miles south of here, was seri- 
ously wounded Saturday night 
when three Negroes attempted to 
hold up Martin’s, store. 

The Negroes entered the store, 
which was closed for the night, aft- 
er Martin had responded to their 
knock. One pointed a pistol at 
Martin while another seized Mar- 
tin’s wife, who also had come to 
the door. Martin started to the 
rear of the room to get a shotgun 
and the Negro fired, wounding 
Martin in the back. 

Martin, however, obtained the 
shotgun and fired two shots, fatal- 
ly wounding the Negro who was 
taking an armiload of cigarettes. 

Two of Thomas’ brothers were 
held for questioning but denied any 
knowledge of the robbery. Martin 
was taken to a Memphis hospital, 
where it was said he had a chance 
to recover.

PRESIDENT’S DAY MESSAGES 


Thousands of Telegrams and Let- 
ters Reach White House. 

WASHINGTON, May 1—The na- 
tion-wide observance of the unoffi- 
cial President’s day brought more 
than 1200 telegrams and even more 
letters from well-wishers to the 
White House today. After a glance 
at the huge stack of communica- 
tions, the President asked the press 
to convey his appreciation to the 
senders. 

The mail today totaled 7000 letters 
and telegrams, a record for an ad- 
ministration whose mail has been 
about 4000 communications a day 
since March 4.

his pay to $8500.

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SWEATSHOPS ASSAILED 
BY SECRETARY PERKINS 


She Calls Child Labor in Penn- 
sylvania Argument for 
Minimum Wage Law. 


(Copyright, 1933.) 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Horrors 
of the modern sweat shop, a mush- 
room growth of the depression, 
were deplored today by Secretary 
of Labor Frances Perkins, now 
fighting for passage of the 30-hour- 
week and minimum wage bill. 

Reports of unbelievable condi- 
tions among child workers in the 
factory towns in Lehigh and North- 
ampton counties, in Pennsylvania, 
where hundreds of children are now 
On strike against cuts in their ‘pay 
of a few cents a day, led Miss Per- 
kins to speak her mind. 

In an interview, she said: 

“Current reports from many sec- 
tions of the country tell of the ap- 
pearance of new variations of the 
old sweatshop with unbelievably 
low wages and lonz hours for chil- 
dren as well as adults. 

“Nowhere has a more dramatic 
illustration of present-day condi- 
tions been found than in Pennsyl- 
vania, where the strike of young 
children against long hours and 
low wages has focussed national 
attention upon the sort of condi- 
tions which are present in many 
communities.” 

Miss Perkins commented on the 
investigations of the Pennsylvania 
Department of Labor, whose indus- 
trial board has just completed the 
first of a series of hearings on con- 
ditions in the towns in Northamp- 
ton and Lehigh counties, where 
child strikers told of working as 
much as 18 haqurs a day for a wage 
of less than 5 cents an hour. She 
said: 

“The fact that wages already far 
too low have decreased almost to 
the vanishing point in the last six 
months is shown in official data 
collected by the Pennsylvania De- 
partment of Labor and Industry, 
and furnishes additional incentive 
for the passage of State and na- 
tional minimum wage laws.” 

Miss Perkins predicted dire re 
sults, if immediate measures are 
not taken to stop the exploitation 
of child workers by unscrupulous 
employers. She went on: 

“The inevitable result of this con- 
dition is a relentless pressure upon 
labor standards generally which 
can be checked only by forceful 
measures designed to regulate the 
hours and wages of labor. 

“No Need for Child Labor.” 

“Such action is contemplated in 
the Black bill now pending before 
Congress, which provides for the 
establishment of a 30-hour week 
and for a standard minimum wage. 

“Unless. cut-throat competition 
between certain types of employers 
can be checked, the result will be 
still further wage deflation, with 
consequent lowering of purchasing 

and hence lowered produc-

YAZOO CITY, Miss., May LL 
Seven persons were killed, many 
injured and hundreds of homes 
demolished in a week-end tornado 
that blew up around Lake Village 
in Southeastern Arkansas, leaped 
the Mississippi River and struck 

at Yazoo City and Greenville. 

The storm struck first in the 
plantation country southwest « of 
Lake Village late Saturday night. 
D. D. Boyd, 69 years old, was killed 
as the wind carried his home nearly 
200 feet and flattened it. Others of 
the family were injured. Two Ne 
groes were killed in the same vi- 
cinity. 

Jumping the Mississippi, the 
storm shoved several homes into 
the swollen Yazoo River at Jones 
town, Miss., then. moved on to the 
edge of Yazoo City. Three Negroes 
were killed here and many Negroes 
and white persons injured.. About 
200°‘ houses were demolished. 

Near Greenville, a Negro’ woman 
was killed. 

National Guardsmen hurried into 
the stricken areas to guard against 
looting and to supplement the work 
of relief forces. A relief camp es- 
tablished here aided about 1000 
made homeless by the storm.

Hindenburg—Military Forces Join 
in Demonstratiens.

_BERLIN, May 1.—Thousands of 
Berlin youths ciamored so loudly | 
for Chancellor Hitler that he made 
an unscheduled appearance before 
them today in the first big national 
May day celebration. 

Chief honors in the youth dem- 
onstration in the Lustgarten were 
planned for President von Hinden- 
burg, who delivered the principal 
address. The Chancellor did not 


‘intend to speak until the demon- 


stration at Templehof Airdrome to- 
night. He limited himself to pro- 
posing three cheers for the Presi- 
dent. 

“You are the future of the Ger- 
man nation,” the President told the 
thousands of youngsters as he 
formally opened the “day of na- 
tional labor.” 

“In order to make this example 
perfect, you must learn obedience,” 
Von Hindenburg continued. “He 
who has learned to obey can some 
day issue orders. In your daily 
work think about today. Today 
shall be the corner stone in a unit- 
ed Germany. 

“That ways and means will be 
found to give the army of unem- 
ployed work is my earnest wish 
and is the major thought of the 
Government. When we all stand 
together with courage and faith, 
God will help us.” 


Three Cheers for Germany. 

The silence with which the crowd 
heard the President's four-minute 
speech was broken when he called 
for three cheers for Germany, “our 
dear fatherland.” The crowd thrice 
returned his “hurrah.” 

First aid workers were kept busy 
carrying away children who had 
fainted. Because of the great size 
of Berlin, children from the outly- 
ing districts had started march- 
ing to the Lustgarten at 6:30 a. m., 
meaning they had arisen about 
5:30 a. m. The ceremonies lasted 
until 10 a. m. and the children re- 
mained on foot almost continu- 
ously. 

Later veteran laborers from all 
parts of the Reich, here as guests 
of the Government, spoke briefly on 
labor conditions in their localities. 
All states well as parts of Ger- 
many lost under the Versailles 
Treaty were represented. 

The climax of the celebration 
came tonight in Chancellor Hitler’s 
address at the airdrome outlining 
his program. He said: “We shall 
begin by giving treaties the im- 
portance they deserve, first as af- 


fecting agriculture, which is the 
mainspring of national life.” 

The Chancellor gave the first 
year’s program of his four-year 
plan for the salvation of labor. 
More than a million Germans in-, 
side and outside the field heard his 
address, 

“We shall accord full liberty to 
creative initiative, both in Parlia- 
ment and business life,” the Nazi 
chieftain declared. 

Hitler maintained that a com- 
pulsory labor scheme was justified 
and that it would be no attack up- 
on the proletariat. All young Ger- 
mans of high or low birth, he said, 
would have to serve a period of 
manual labor. 

Demonstration by Navy. 

Coinciding with celebrations in 
all German cities, a visit of 650 
naval units to Swinemuende, in- 
cluding three battleships and two 
cruisers, was intended to stimulate 
interest in Germany’s future on 
water. Bonfires were lighted in 
accordance with an ancient Ger- 
man custom in the Harz Moun- 
tains when 10,000 young folk cele- 
brated Walpurgis night (witches’ 
night) last night, cheering Hitler. 

The National Socialists missed no 
opportunities to impress the coun- 
try that the former governments 
had failed to make May 1 a na- 
tional holiday as was done this year 
for the first time. 

The German army, Nazi storm 
troops and police bands provided 
continuous entertainment: on nu- 
merous Berlin squares during the 
day. These militant and police 
forces were participating in a May 
1 demonstration for the first time 
in history. 


Students Prominent in London 
Demonstration. 

LONDON, May 1.—Thousands of 
Londoners, including many women, 
turned out today for the May day 
labor demonstrations which cen- 
tered in Hyde Park. University 
students in the procession to Hyde 
Park were more numerous than 
ever before. The Oxford contingent, 
joined by colleagues from some 
other schools, chanted monoton- 
ously: “We will not fight for king 
or country.” This had reference to 
the recent nation-wide controversy 
precipitated by the Oxford Union 
and the unions of some other in- 
stitutions in voting not to bear 
arms. 

Another university squad carried 
a banner reading: “Hitler the 
butcher!” With it was a grotesque 
effigy of the German Chancellor.

Authorities on Guard to Pre- 
vent or Promptly Suppress 
Any May Day Disorders.

HAVANA, Cuba, May 1.—Revo- 
lutionary outbreaks in Oriente prov- 
ince Saturday, in which 10 men 
were killed and four wounded, ap- 
parently were short-lived. Police 
and army authorities were concen- 
trating on preventing or promptly 
suppressing any May day disorders. 

There were four outbreaks Sat- 
urday at San Luis, Victoria de las 
Tunas, Boniato and Songo. Of the 
slain seven were rebels, two Fed- 
eral soldiers and the other was the 
Chief of Police at San Luis, where 
the most serious disorder occurred. 
Of the four wounded two were reb- 
els and two were soldiers. 

The rebels disrupted rail and 
communications faciilties, but those 
were all repaired immediately. One 
rebel was killed and four were 
seized near San Luis in Oriente 
yesterday. 

To Havana observers the most 
significant feature of the uprising 
was that military censorship of the 
Havana press was so relaxed as to 
permit publication not alone of the 
official version of the occurrences 
but also dispatches from corre- 
spondents. Rarely in the last two 
years has censorship permitted the 
mention of rebels in Havana news- 


LONG-TERM DEBTS IN U, S. 
PUT AT $134,000,000,000 


Report Says Interest and Amortiza- 
tion Charges Amount to 20 
Pct. of National Income. 


NEW YORK, May 1.—The Twen- 
tieth Century Fund reports that 
long-term debt obligations of corpo- 
rations, individuals and govern- 


mental agencies in the United 
States amount to $134,000,000,000, 
more than 40 per cent of the na- 
tional wealth, with interest and 
amortization charges amounting to 
20 per cent of the national income. 

The report is based on a three- 
month study of internal indebted- 
ness by a group of economists. Ed- 
ward A. Filene of Boston is presi- 
dent and Evans Clark executive di- 
rector of the Twentieth Century 
Fund: 

The report says that the. debt is 
a major barrier to economic recov- 
ery and the “mere existence of 
long-term debts with a fixed prin- 
cipal and rate of interest in an 
economy of rapidly changing in- 
come and industrial activity cre- 
ates problems that challenge Amer- 
ican ingenuity.” 

The severest strains in connection 
with interest and amortization pay- 
ments, the report continues are in 
railroad, public utility holding com- 
pany and real estate obligations.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Con- 
gress learned today that despite the 
March banking holiday, the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation lent 
less money in that month than in 
February. T:.2 advances amounted 
to $233,195,749. In February, loans 
authorjzed totaled $262,346,000. 
The corporation’s monthly report 
to Congress showed, too, that sev- 
eral provisions ‘of the emergency 
banking act already had been put 
into operation. Under one, author- 
izing the corporation to subscribe 
to preferred stock of a national or 
state bank or trust company, or to 
make loans on that stock, the cor- 
poration approved advances of $14,- 
932,500. The total included sub- 
scriptions of $12,500,000 to the Na- 
tional Bank of Detroit and $1)/000,- 
000 to the American National Bank 
of St. Paul. The loans approved 
were $250,000 to W. B. Worthen & 
Co. of Little Rock, Ark., and §$1,- 
000,000 to Otto Bremer, St.’ Paul, 
Minn. 
The corporation’s other loans in 
March included: Banks and trust 
companies $74,782,000, including $4,- 
196,000 to aid in reorganizing or 
liquidating closed banks; $3,196,000 
to building and loan associations; 
$6,297,000 to insurance companies; 
$4,748,000 to mortgage loan compa- 
nies; $9,250,000 to Federal interme- 
diate credit banks; $32,360,000 to 
states for direct relief; $17,397,000 
for self-liquidating projects; $22,- 
400,000 paid to the Secretary of the 
Treasury for payment on stock in 
Federal home loan banks. 
Attempts by administration offi- 
cals to prevent puDlications of the 
March loan failed when the report 
was released before Speaker 
Rainey had been advised of the ob- 
jections. 


Reconstruction Corporation loans 
to banks, railroads and other organ- 
izetions outstanding on April 22, 
totaled $1,795,268,277. 

This was made known yesterday 
in the monthly summary of business 
of the corporation. It showed that 
actual cash advanced to borrowers 
during the 15 months the Govern- 
ment institution has been. operat- 
ing totaled $2,260,021,959. Repay- 
ments aggregated $464,753,682. 

Loans of all types thus far 
authorized totaled $2,830,166,958, of 
which the corporation was required 
by legislation to supply $106,436,533 
for crop loans during 1932-1933, and 
$31,820,000 for capital for the home 
loan banks. 


$98,000,000 RIVER WORK BILL 


Omnibus Meagure Includes Pian for 
Upper Mississippi.

WASHINGTON, May 1—A $98, 
750,000 omnibus rivers and harbors 
bill embracing 130 proposals and 
designed “to fit in with a public 
works program for relief of the un- 
employed,” was introduced today by 
Chairman Mansfield of the House 
committee that deals with such leg- 
islation. 

“The bill does not authorize any 
new waterway but provides neces- 
sary modifications and changes in 
existing projects,” he explained. 
“More than 76 per cent of the $98,- 
750,000 will go to labor.” One-fifth 
of the bill’s entire authorization 
would go to deepening 18 major 
Great Lakes ports to the new chan- 
nel depth of 24 feet. Other major

sponsibility corresponding to our 
capacity. Any fair and practical ar- 
rangement will be accepted by my 
country.” 


Roosevelt Consults Advisers Be- 
fore Meeting Argentine Delegate. 
WASHINGTON, May 1.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today again cen- 
tered attention on his economic 
conversations. Before receiving the 
special representative of Argentina 
late in the day he conferred with 
Raymond Moley, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State; James P. Warburg 
of New York, both of whom are 
members of his special economic 
staff, and Henry Morgenthau Sr. 
Morgenthau is regarded as virtual- 
ly a certain selection of the Amer- 
ican delegation to the London par- 
ley. 

James M. Cox, 1920 Democratic 
presidential nominee, was a lunch- 
eon guest.

NEW GROSS INCOME TAX LA 
GOES IN EFFECT IN INDIANA 


Only. Exemption Is First $1000 of 

, Earnings; No Exemption for 

. Dependents. 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 1.—Actual 
operation of the Indiana gross in- 
come tax law, passed by the 14s 
General Assembly, began today. 

Gross income of all persons, firms, 
corporations and partnerships here- 
after will be taxed at a rate rang- 
ing from one-fourth of one per cent 
to one per cent. The only exemp- 
tion is that the first $1000 of in- 
come is not taxed. There is no ex- 
emption for dependents. 

State officials have estimated the 
tax will yield between $12,000,000 
and $14,000,000 annually. The money 
will be used to meet current State 
expenses and to pay up to $600 of 
the minimum wage of school teach- 


ers of the State.

GENEVA, Switzerland, May 1.~

ference if it is impossible to reach 
an agreement in private négotia- 
tions. The American delegate vo'ed 
against the inclusion of the police.

il racks who have modern arms and 


armored cars. Germany says this 
force is necessary because of in- 
ternal political conditions. 

Hugh R. Wilson for the United 
States and Capt. Anthony Eden for 
Great Britain, conferred with Count 
Rudolf Nadolny of Germany, and 
Rene Massigli of France in an en- 
deavor to smooth over the questions 
in dispute. 

Nadolny announced from the

$7,060,000 for those departments, the share of the 
police was $6,460,000. So far, the only major con- 
tribution made to the present emergency by the po- 
lice is a donation of 10 per cent of their salaries for 
relief, amounting up to the present time to about 
$350,000, in line with the 10 per cent cut taken by 
city employes. 

A comparison of budget reductions between city- 
controlled departments and the Police Department il- 
lustrates that the latter has failed to follow the 
trend. In 1931-82, the former spent $15,040,000; in 
1932-38, $12,130,000, a reduction of some 20 per cent. 
In 1981-32, the police got $6,690,000; in 1932-83, $6,- 
450,000, a negligible reduction. They are asking ap 
proximately as much this year. This means that 
the city may be called upon to operate on less than 
$10,000,000. 

Heroic measures are being taken by Messrs. Dick- 
mann and Nolte and other city officials to cut ex- 
penditures to the bone. Director Wall has elinfinated 
more than 100 jobs and other officials have made 
similar, if less imposing, cuts. But there is a point 
beyond which they cannot go without affecting, for 
example, the health and well-being of persons in elee- 
mosynary institutions and the care of the sick in the 
hospitals. To carry economy that far while the police 
enjoy comparative immunity from the ax is certainly 
undesirable. 

It has been suggested that the Police Board can 
wield that ax most effectively on its civilian em- 
ployes. The salary list for these employes amounts 
to $700,000 per year. Altogéther, the department em- 
ploys 491 civilians, as against only 386 in New York 
City and 328 in Chicago, both cities much larger 
than St. Louis. In fact, the St. Louis department 
has more civilian employes than any other city in 
the country. Why is this? Why cannot some of the 
work they do be performed by the commissioned 
personnel? We submit that these questions are highly 
pertinent in view of the city’s financial crisis. 

Some attention might be given by the board to 
consolidation of stations. With the use of radio- 
equipped police automobiles, the whole techaique of 
police work has undergone a revolutionary change, 
yet the department still clings to district stations, 
upon which the pre-radio system wes based. .Inspec- 
tion of the police district map shows what seems an 
undue concentration of stations in the downtown 
area. Two stations are within a mile of headquar- 
ters; two within a radius of one and one-half miles; 
a fifth within two miles and two just outside the 
two-mile radius. Could not some of these stations 
be dispensed with? . 

During his recent visit here, City Manager Dyk- 
stra of Cincinnati expressed astonishment at what 
he considered our high police costs. A comparison of 
St. Louis and Cincinnati costs helps to explain his 
attitude. Excluding pefsions and police telegraph 
costs, St. Louis is spending $5,128,867 to police a 
city of 821,960 inhabitants over an area of 61 miles, 
or a per capita expenditure of $6.28. Cincinnati 
spends $1,411,385 to police a city of 451,160 inhab- 
itants over an area of 71 miles, 10 miles greater than 
St. Louis, or a per capita cost of only $3.23. The 
Comparison may certainly be called a. provocative 
one. 

We do not presume to possess an intimate knowl- 
edge of Police Department costs, but we submit that, 
on the face of the figures we have quoted, Chairman 
Igoe and his fcllow commissioners can at least make 
reductions in their department comparable to reduc- 
tions in city-controlled departments, without impair- 
ing the value of the police. The board méets tomor- 
row. We earnestly urge it not to stand, as other 
boards have done, behind the protective statutory 
wall, but to co-operate freely with Messrs. Dickmann 
and Nolte in their harassing task of making both 
ends meet. 


success with Congress in obtaining the 
enactment of such necessary legislation 
as to bring about renewed confidence to 
American citizens, and the decision of 
the citizenry to pull themselves and the 
country out of an unprecedented depres- 
gion, are justifiable causes for thanks- 
giving. 

The writer has had the privilege of 
talking to many executives in varied in- 
dustries and finds on every hand a desire 
for necessary reforms and agreements in 
their own trades which they seem unable 
to accomplish without Government aid. 
Production in practically every industry 
is far greater than the demand in even 
normal times, and with business at a low 
ebb, competition has become increasingly 
keen, thus forcing prices to a level where 
not only have- profits been eliminated, 
but wages paid, in many cases, are below 
today’s low living costs. 

Most of these trades and industries ap- 
parently need a dictator of the Roosevelt 
type, but the necessary changes will never 
be accomplished unless made compulsury 
by law, whereby production is limited, 
wages and working hours fixed, and ma- 
ierials and merchandise so priced as to 
allow for a reasonable profit to both pro- 
ducer and distributer. 

Exactly as virtual war powers were 
overnight granted our President by Con- 
gress, so should the War Industries Board 
be resurrected, with power to appoint in 
each trade and industry a conference 
board representing capital, labor and the 
consuming public, with authority to regu- 
late hours, fix wages and prices, and es- 
tablish proper trade agreements now pro- 
hibited by our anti-trust laws. 

The inflation period which has now 
started must eventually make for higher 
living costs and cause greater distress 
unless ways and means are promptly 
found whereby, through shorter working 
hours, millions of the unemployed will be 
re-employed, and proper, laws enacted 
whereby fair wages will be paid the 
worker. This must be done speedily and 
not over a period of many months.

The world lost a great philosopher and teacher in 
the death last week of Dr. Felix Adler, at the age of 
81, in New York. His talents and achievements at- 
tracted far less attention than they deserved, but 
Dr. Adler leaves an enduring monument in the Ethi- 
cal Culture movement, founded by him and a little 
band of followers 57 years ago. In both his career 
and the serenity of his views, Dr. Adler might be 
termed a latter-day Spinoza. Educated for the rab 
binate, his independence of thought, like that of his 
seventeenth century predecessor, made adherence 
to the religion of his fathers mutually incompatible. 
He saw the need of a group where thinkers brought 
up in all creeds might unite, free from theological 
and metaphysical implications, to devote themselves 
to cultivating the “good life,” on principles of right 
living, social justice and intellectual development. 
The movement spread, slowly and quietly, in both 
America and England, until today its centers, as in 
St. Louis, have become important contributors to 
the enlightenment of their communities. 

Dr. Adler was a teacher, never an exhorter. He 
combined with his work as ethical leader a profound 
interest in movements for social reform. His was 
a full life, and its impress upon our own times will 
continue for generations to bring healing to a ‘trou- 
bled and puzzled society.

The cause of the Progressive Miners’ Union, which 
is seeking to supplant the old U. M. W. of A. set-up 
in the Illinois coal fields, is greatly strengthened by 
the support of the American Civil Liberties Union. 
If the leaders of the new miners’ union are wise, they 
will make the most of this assistance. The Amér-

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Miss Perkins on the Black Bill 


Primary purpose of 30-hour-week bill is to provide more jobs by shortening hours of 
werk; Labor Secretary explains amendments she suggested to make act fair and 
wotkable; declares she wants no dictatorship, so proposes board to act on exemp- 
tions; indorses minimum-wage plan as best means of stopping fall in pay of employes. 


From a Letter by Frances Perkins, Secretary of Labor, to the Washington Post. 


HE Black bill was introducéd over a 
T year ago by Senator Black, and provided 

a flat 30-hour week of six hours on five 
days for all articles manufactured and per- 
mitted to be shipped in interstate commerce. 
The purpose of the bill, as stated in its 
preamble, was to give employment to more 
people in this time of emergency by an 
effective regulation to shorten the hours of 
labor of those still at work. It was in 
effect an effort to “share the work” by 
putting some compulsion into that move- 
ment. The bill was regarded in most circles 
as an expression of an opinion rather than a 
practical political measure, and relatively 
few people attended the public hearings. 

The bill was taken up again in January, 
1933. The United States Senate thought well 
enough of this bill to pass it, April 6. How- 
ever, when it became obvious that a favor- 
able report would be recorded, specia] in- 
terests began to seek exemption, with the 
result that the bill was passed exempting 
a number of industries outright and then 
providing by a further very broad and un- 
limited amendment that the Secretary of 
Labor might exémpt any other industry and 
any commodity from the 30-hour week. 

+ * * 

At this point, when it appeared highly 
probable that the bill would become law, it 
attracted my serious consideration. As an 
experienced administrative officer, I could 
not fafl to recognize not only the serious 
burden placed upon the Secretary of Labor, 
a burden so great that it would almost over- 
whelm the department in passing upon ex- 
emptions in every industry, but I aleo rec- 
ognized the impropriety of giving any one 
public official the right to grant wholesale 
exemptions from a mandatory law without 
limitation and without provisions for pub- 
licity. 

Telegrams, letters and conferences with 
representative employers, administrative of- 
ficers, economists and workers called sharp- 
ly to my attention the fact that the already 
rapidly sinking weekly earnings would be 
likely to be seriously reduced in some indus- 
tries and in some parts of the country if the 
30-hour. week were put into force with to 
provision for pegging the fall of wages. 

One of the most serious aspects of the 
depression during the past year has been 
the unprecedented fall of wages, thereby 
drying up the purchasing power of the wage 


earner market, upon which to a very large 


extent industrial recovery depends. Wages 
in some industries and in .s0me localities 
tend to fall far below the subsistence level 
ahd the employers who conduct their indus- 
tries according to any décent and ethical 
principles find themselves handicapped by 
competition with those in the same industry 


wages threatened reasonable standards of 
living. 

For the above reasons, I sat down in ex- 
ecutive session with the House Committee 
on Labor and carivassed in detail these 
problems, making informally for the infor- 
mation of the committee certain suggestions 
which would make the bill more workable. 

One thing is quite clear, that we cannot 
have our cake and eat it, too. If we are 
to limit the hours of labor in order to pro- 
vide jobs for more people, we must also 
provide for orderly, equitable flexibility in 
administration and must attempt to guard 
the opportunities of all groups within an 
industry to participate in the activity so 
essential for the wide distribution of wage 
earners’ purchasing power. 

I suggested as a substitute for the unlim- 
ited power of the Sécretary of Labor to 
exempt any industry from the provisions of 
thé bill, the principle of variation between 
30 hours pér week and 40 hours per week 
in cases of extraordinary need for not to 
exceed 10 weeks in any one year. This ob- 
viously is in the interest of providing flexi- 
bility in trades where seasonal problems 
may make difficulty in maintaining a dead 
level of production for all classes of work- 
ers, but gives this privilege of variation as 
a right rather than at the favor of the 
Secretary of Labor. 

What is more, I suggésted that the orderly 


and appropriate way to make this finding 


was by means of & board (unpaid, of course) 
representing the three parties in interest: 
employers, employes and the Governmént, 
who would be obliged to maké a public 
record of their reasons for finding an ex- 
traordinary need and the terms of the varia- 
tion permitted from the 30-hour week 
standard.

E are passing through horribly trou- 

blous times. Thus far, none in our 
family has been jailed, and we are supposed 
to be thankful for that. Being a German 
Jew isn’t exactly pleasant. The official Gov- 
ernment program is the actual extinction of 
the Jew. To the wotld outside Germany, 
the word is spoken that not a hair of @ 
Jew's head will bé injured, but domes- 
tically, Minister Goering states: “I have n 
police with which to protect Jews or Jew 
ish possessions.” 

If until now there has beén no pogrom, 
officially sanctioned, we must thank the 
German luboring classés/ A majority of 
them are unemployed, their organizations 
have been antagonized, their treasuries 
looted and their development disrupted. 
They therefore are sympathetic toward the 
denationalized Jews. 

Only a minority of the population is anti- 
Semitic. The movement has its fountain- 


head in the universities and among thy 


bureaucracy, who have convinced the im- 
poverished bourgeois that the Jews are to 
blams for all their ailments: the starting of 
the war, the Versailles Treaty and the infla- 
tion of the mark. 

Scandalous corruptions, exposed in Berlin, 
of which the immigrant Eastern Jews were 
guilty, although condemned by the German 
Jew, added fuel to the fire. No one, how- 
ever, mentions the bribery in connection 
with them of which non-Jews were guilty: 
The two greatest are ignored be- 
cause the attorney of the swindlers was 
appointed to the new Ministry. 

For what hope we Jews have of surviving 
Wwe must thank foreign lands, who uni- 
versally realize our contribution to culture.
